ó 4 oa the General Synod of the 
Church of Ireland resumed its 
sittings in the Synod Hall, Christchurch 
place, Dublin, yesterday, the Primate (Dr, 
D'Arcy) read a telegram from the” King 
thanking the Synod for its message con- 
yratulating him on his recovery. 

Mr; di. A. Maeomchy, Honorary Secre- 
tary of the Representative Body, intro- 
duced its report on the general finance 
of the Church. . He stated that the capital 
account ainounted to £10,120,842 on 3ist 
December last, a net increase of £256,277 
during the year. 

Nearly all the funds showed an increase. 
The Commutation Capital showed a de- 
crease of £6,698, but this was merely a 
transfer to the. Diocesan Stipend Fund 
of the proportionate capital realised by 
the. deaths of two  Disestablishment 
annuitants.

MR. MACONCHY’S REVIEW. 
Nir. J. A. Maconchy, Honorary Secretary 
of the Representative Bod f moved that its 
report be taken into consideration. He said: 
The capital accounts, exclusive of reserves, 


unmounted on the 3lst December last to 
£10,120,842, a net increase during the year 
of £256,277. i 

Nearly all the funds show. increases, ex- 
cepting only the commutation capital, which 
aecreased by £6,698. This decrease is merely 
a transfer to diocesan stipend funds of the 
proportionate capital released by the deaths 
of Disestablishment annuitants. These 
annuities originally amounted to £696,913 
per annum, and alter the lapse of 59 years 
there are still with us ten of those clergy- 
men, who, in Orders at the date of Disestab- 
lishment, elected to east in their lot with 
the Church of Ireland. 3 

With the exception of the great addition 
to trusts and endowments of ,564, which 
arises mainly from the Iveagh Fund of 
£190,000, the increases are normal. Diocesan 
funds increased by £18,636 (including £6,698 
transferred from commutation oy to 
£4,979,860; Central Church Fund by 777 
to £77,773; widows’ and orphans’ fund by 
£10,991 to £356,774, the addition being pro- 
vision for future annnitants; and parochial 
endowments, all consisting of new donations 
an! legacies received during the year, by 
£19,413 to £1,832,366. 

But a few years have elapsed since I called 
your attention to the steady growth of the 
trust and endowment funds—a certain index 
to the interest of the members of our Church 
in the future as well as in the present, and 
I then expressed the hope that before lo 
these funds would reach a total of £2,500, 


Very shortly that sum was reached 
and passed; and today the aggre 
gate stands ip your balance sheet as 
£2,8735,465. To the capital accounts are,

ASSETS. 


On the other side of the balance sheet the 
main item is £9,038,518, genera! fund invest- 
ments takan in at the amounts at which 
they stand in the books, either at cost or as 
written down. These investments had on the 
Slst December, 1928, a market value of 
£8,514,791, indicating a depreciation in yalue 
-0f~£523,727. As comp with the market 
values of 3lst December, 1927, there has

The investments under the heading of 
specific trusts have dnring the year increased 


by £222,043 te 628, and are taken in at 
cost price. Representative Body hold 
these in trust for the beneficiaries, and have 

for the trust 


accepted no —responsibilit 
funds beyond the actual investment ‘ear- 
marked for each trust. Most of the other 
items on the assets side show little variation 
from uormal] ; but the value of the house, etc., 
occupied by the Representative Body has 
been raised from £3,000 to £4,647, the differ. 
ence being the cost of the additiona] accom. 
‘nodation recently provided. As the build. 
ings alone have been valued for insurance 
purposes at £19,600, the value placed upon 
this asset is unquestionable. The value of 
the investment loss replacement fund con- 
tinues to ‘appreciate under the scheme 
approved by the General Synod, and, as 
pointed out by your auditors, approximately 
25 per cent. of the loss has now been pro- 


vided for. 
REVENUE. 
The ross revenue from investments 
amounted to £460,934—an increase of £7,149. 


But after deduction of the expenses of 
administration and the largely increased 
amounts for income of specific trusts £34,328, 
and for contract interest £356,U96, the actual 
balance for the year is £51,654, practically the 
same as last year. But last year's revenue 
was unduly swelled by about £1,500 arrears 
of mortgage interest, so that the maintenance 
of the balance indicats an increase in norma! 
revenue of £1,500. 

Out of the balance of £51,654 the Represen- 
tative Body have paid the various allocations 
already made by the General Synod amount- 
ing to £28,626, and the resultant net balance 
of £23,028 is covered by the recommendations 
for expenditure sumbitted to the Synod in the 
report. 

e total of £362,517 under the heading 
“receipts from voluntary sources’’ includes 
£190,000, the bequests of the late Lord 
Iveagh, and, apart from these, amount to 
£172,671, which, in spite of a smal! reduction 
in assessment and augmentation, compares not 
unfavourably with the totals for the two 
previous years. The contributions to assess- 
ment, etc., amounting to £107,938, are vital 
to the continuance. of stipends, and any 
serious diminution in this respect would 
demand immediate attention and enquiry. 
Last year the Representative Body issued 
a warning as to a possible reduction in the 
rate of 44 per cent., but in as much as they 
were able to invest during the year at an 
average of £4 17s. 5d. per cent., they have 
decided on the continuance during the 
current year of the rate of 44 per cent. 
The margin is still narrow, and, if any 
considerable amount of money were to be 
offered at the current rate, they would 
hesitate to accept at that rate. The yield 
on permanent and on long dated redeem- 
able stocks is but little over 44 per cent. 


SUPERANNUATION. 

The outlook for this fund is by no means 
so favourable as it was a year ago, when 
the number of annuitants appeared to have 
become stabilised. ‘The present increase in 
the number of annuitants (5) is not, per se, 
serious; but for the reason that as the 
places of the older annuitants are taken by 
those who bepefit directly by the more 
favourable scale of annuities granted since 

, so the aggregate of annuities rises in 
proportion more rapidly than the numbers 
of annuitanta. he result is that the 
income of the fund was for the year 
insufficient by £551 to meet the annuities. 
The deficit last year was £259. Yurther, 
the annuities now payable &mount to £31,332 

r annum, as against £28,805 per annum 

t year. 

It is obvious that the existing provision 
is not sufficient for the exists:g needs, and 
that the two years’ deficit, amounting to 
£810, cannot be met from the income of 
the fund, The Representative Body have, 
therefore, recommended that this sum shall 
be repla from the ‘available’ balance of 
Allocation Account. 

It is unthinkable that retiring annuities 
should be refused on the grounds 
of insufficient funds. The utmost care 
is taken to sift the data which 
accompany each application, with the 
object of securing that none but the 
right cases are accepted for retirement. 
If the policy which dictated the Act of 1923 
still commends itself to the Church, it would 
seem that that policy can only be carried 
at a cost to the funds of the Church exceed- 
ing the £5,000 per annum granted by that 
Act. 

The Representative Body watch the situa- 
tion closely from month to month, and the 
report for 1929 will probably. contain some 
more definite recommendation as to the future 
financing of our fetiring annuities. Relief to 
the general funds of the Church will, of 
course, ensue on the cesser of the annuities 
under the Church Act, to the holders of 
which the Church is, by standing allocation, 
paying about £900 per annum, and in the 
more distant future by the ‘reduction in the 
number of those in receipt of superannuation 
annuities granted prior to 1923, to whom the 
Synod is each year asked to make a grant, 
diminishing by slow degrees, and now

For this purpose it is necessary to ask each

BELFAST CHURCH BUILDING. 
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salient features ; ~The original trusts, just 200 
years old, were to augment " poor livings,” 
and to buy glebes. '* Poor ivings ” were 
subsequently, at different times, statutab! 
defined as mecomes under £60, und £100, 
and finally in 1833, under £200, Al grants 
made under these Acts were uniformly treated 
as liable to. cesser and withdrawal on the 
limit of income being reached. At <lisestab- 
lishment a capital sum of £140,000 was set 
aside to meet the trusts. the amount being 
measured on the basis of the capital of the 
fund then existing. Our own le islation, 
culminating in Chapter XI. of the Constitu- 
tion, as passed in , and now in force, 
has since governed the administration of the 
trusts, the practical result of which has been to 
fades | e the grants without ard to the 
clerical income of the grantees, the majority 
of whom are now in receipt of more than our 
present ' Minimum Stipend.’ 

Tu the opinion of our Legul Committee, this 
domestic legislation has been passed without 
sufficient authority, and the Trustees (the 
Representative Body) are still bound by the 
Statutes of Parliament, which involve liability 
to cesser once the fixed limit of income is 
reached. They advise that all grants to which 
cesser so applies under the statutes referred 
to should be withdrawn for the purpose ol 
amending the scheme for the administration 
of the fund, and they suggest that, in the 
ré-distribution of the proceeds of these witb- 
drawn grants, the minimum stipend shail 
be taken as a reasonable present definition of 
limit of a “ poor living.” 

Notice of withdrawal will, therefore, be 
given to such grantees, and ample. oppor- 
tunity will be given to them to test the 
opinion of our Legal Committee, should they 
be advised to do so, 

RESOLUTIONS RECOMMENDED. 

The first five resolutions call for no com- 
ment, following, as they do, strict precedent. Ii 
No. 6 there is a reduction proposed of £2,500, 
a reduction which is more than met by the 
lveagh Fund income. Of Numbers 7 and 11, 
the first is novel, but is absolutely necessary 
under the circumstances to which I have 
already referred; while No. 11 follows 
precedent by strengthening the Superannua- 
tion Fund by the balance after satisfying the 
other 10 recommendations. No. 8 only asks for 
£450 instead of the £1,435 which you gave 
last year, especially for widows and orphans. 

Since then the Board has had before them 
fall particulars of the income of all widows 
at all approaching, on either side, the mini- 
mum of £100 which the Synod arrived at. 
The £1,435 enabled all incomes to be made 
up to £130, and the Board therefore have 
not asked for more than will saflice to pro“ 
vide the minimum of £100, the figure men- 
tianed by the 8 of 1928. 
|. UE the remaining resolutions, numbers 15 
to 16, arise from the Church Vabrie Fund re- 
solution passed last year, while neither these 
nor No. 18 affect the allocation of the balance 
of Allocation Account. 

CONCLUSION. 

Reference is made to the decrease of the 
number of our people in the South and West, 
and the increases in paris of the North. 
Some of this change is undoubtedly due to 
the drift from rural to urban districts, and 
the resulting alterations in the centres of 
gravity of our Church population. Reduction 
of vi” in any parish renders it difficult 
for the remaining members to maintain the 
full assessment ; but, in spite of this difficulty, 
the aggregate of subscriptions shows but little 
falling off—not more, indeed, than might he 
expected from the somewhat depressed condi- 
tion of agriculture, the principal industry in 
the country. 

It seems almost superfluous to emphasise 
the need of loyal support: support that has 
never yet failed to be given, and never will 
fail; but the immediately following special 
reference to the young concentrates attention 
on the great success of the “Conference of 
Youth ” held in Dublin in January last. 
which has already during this session been 
brought under your special notice, Jt was a com 
plete answer to the charges of indifierence to 
religion often advanced ; and if the enthusiasm 
of youth seemed at times to range too far 
that was a fault on the right side, 

Surely we need have no fear for the future, 
seeing that each “ problem” faced and solved, 
each difficulty encountered and overcome, 
serves but to bind more closely together our 
North and our South, between which is no 
boundary line; and that there are willing 
hands without number ready to carry on the 
torch of our Church, the light of which shali 
never be extinguished. (Applause.) 


EMINENTLY SATISFACTORY. 

Lord Farnham seconded the motion, and 
it was adopted. He characterised the report 
as eminentiy satisfactory, and eommented on 
the very saiisfactory condition of the Church 
finances. ‘They must not reat cortent unt! 
all cierical stipends—not merely 70 per cent.— 
were raised to the minimum. It seemed to 
him that, considering everything that the 
Church had had to face lately, and the diffi- 
culties it had had to contend with, it had 
made a very excellent start in the direction 
of helping the Church in Belfast. 

The Archdeacon of Kildare proposed a re- 
solution asking the Synod to authorise tlie 
Representative . Church Body to; apply 
annually so much of the interest as they may 
consider desirable of the £20,000 credited to 
the Central Church Fund Capital Account 
by the General Synod in 1927, to assist, in 
the .payment of their assessments, such 

arishes as are unable, owing to loss of 

Ahurch population and large subscribers, to 
meet their liabilities. 

The Bishop of Killaloe seconded the pro- 
posal, 

The Rev. R, M. Morrow proposed an 
amendment to the effect that, after the word 
parishes, the following words be inserted, 
“or union of parishes, the mcomes of which 
do not exceed the minimum income as defined 
by the Minimum Stipend Act.”’ 

Mr. Maconchy said that this was a direct 
suggestion that the funds of the Church 
should be applied to assist the laity. The 
Representative Church Body thought that 
this was a monstrous application, and they 
entirely opposed it. 

Major froy referred to a parish from 
which 67 persons had gone, and he asked 
how was. the assessment to be made up in 
that parish. Hethought that the application 
was a reasonable one. 

Both the motion and amendment were lost 
on a show of hands, | 

Resolutions were adopted providing that 
the Representative Body be authorised to 
say a glebe grant of £4,500 for the year; 
that the Representative Body be authorised 
to pay £2,000 to the Belfast Additional 
Clergy Fund; that the Representative Body 
distribute £1,500 among clergymen super- 
annuated prior to January, 1923; that the 
Representative Bod y out of the alloca- 
cation account £2,500 to the widows’ and 
orphans’ supplemental! fund revenue account, 
and to distribute a further sum of 
among widows and dependents of non- 
contributors to the fund; that the Repre- 
sentative Body appropriate £7,500 for aug- 
mentation of stipends of the poorer clergy; 
that £1,000 be transferred from the Alloca- 
tion Account to the credit of the Church 
Fabric Fund; that a grant of £100 be made 
out of the Allocation Account ,1929, towards 
the cost of a regular Sunday Service in 
Gaelic in a Dublin Church; that the Repre- 
sentative Body be authorised to allocate 
£500 received as compensation for ground 
at St. Patrick’s Church, Ballymacarrett, 
whidh was taken by the Belfast Corporation 
for street-widening “purposes, towards the 
cost of building a new wall for the protec- 
tion of the remaining property. 

TEMPERANCE SOCIETY. 

In moving the adoption of the report of 
the Church of Ireland Temperance Society, 
the Rev. Canon G. F. Graham said that 
there was a steadily advancing public opinion 
which demanded further restriction and 
restraint in the use of intoxicating liquor, 
if not ite total extermination.

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LORD GLENAVY ON HIS 
RULING. 


Lord Glenavy referred to the 


he gave at Wednesday's ng on t 

motion for leave to introduce a 
bill to  repea Canon % of the 
Church of Ireland Constitution. He said:— 


By Chapter 1, Ulause 26 of the Constitution 
ii is enacted that the General Synod shall 
have power to alter, amend; or a ate any 
of the enactments contained in the Constitu- 
tion and any of the Canons for thé time being 
in force, and to enact new Canons. 

The stitution contains no express provi- 
sions or directions as to the procedure to be 
adcpted for the alteration, amendment, or 
abrogation of any of its enactments or 
Ca.ons, but it has been for about two cen- 
tories a settled principle of constitutional law 
that an enactment cannot be altered, amended, 
or ubrogated by resolution, but only by fresh 
and positive legislation, and the uniform prac- 
tice of the General Synod has, from the time 
of Disestablishment, conformed to this prin- 
ciple. It follows that in the absence of any 
in-ther or other direction in the Constitution 
the procedure to be adopted for the amend- 
ment of a Canon would that provided by 
Chapter 1, Clause 20—namely, the introduc- 
tion of a Bill for the purpose; but thig can 
only be done on leave given by a resolution 

assed in full Synod, and such leave can only 
given by the same Synod as that which dis- 
poses of the remamning stages of the Bill. 

It. is, therefore, obvious that in any case 
within Clause 26 the General Synod of this 
year has no authority to give leave for the 
introduction of a Bill which is not to be dis- 
posed of until the following year. In the 
particular case of the motion standing in the 
name of the Bishop of Ossory it was plainly 
out of order, unless by some other provision 
of the Constitution it was to be dealt with 
otherwise than provided by Clause 26. Clause 
27 of the same Chapter does, however, pre- 
scribe a difierent procedure for the 


modification or alteration of certain 
matters, and the uestion' which 
directly confronted His Grace the Arch- 


bishop of Dublin, who was presiding at the 
moment, was whether the motion in question 
was governed by this Clause, 27, or by the 
antecedent Clause, 26. Shortly before the 
motion was moved, I called His Grace's 
attention to the difficulty, and after the. best 
(tiscussion, that was available during the con- 
duct of the business of the ia by him he 
ultimately concurred in the advice that I, in 
discharge of my duty as Assessor, tendered 
to him—namely, that the motion in question 
was governed by Clause 26, 


APPLICATION OF CLAUSE 27. 

The only cases to which Clause 27 applies 
are a modification or alteration in the 
articles, doctrines, rites, rubrics, or 
formularies of the Church. Consequently, | 
had to consider, in the brief interim allowed, 
the serious question whether the motion in 
a was the necessary condition prece. 
ent to the modification or alteration of au 
article, a doctrine, a rite, a rubric, or a 
formulary of the Church. I came to a clear 
conclusion, and so advised His Grace that the 
repeal of this particular Canon 36 did not 
necessarily lative any interference with any 
of these things, save, perhaps, the formularies 
of the Charch, as to which my mind was not 
free from doubt. 

was conscious that formularies might 
he interpreted as including such matters as 
Canons, by which certain laws of the Church 
might he said to he formulated: but at the 
same time Í believed that the expression 
“ formularies "* was also familiar in ecclesi- 
astical law in the sense of the prescribed 
forms of prayer, etc., to be used in the 
celebration of Divine Service ; and, influenced 
by the maxim “ noacitur a sociie,”’ I came 
to the conclusion that, found in conjunction 
with the articles, doctrines, rites and rubrics. 
formularies must be construed in this latter 
sense, 

Your Assessor cannot delay the business of 
the House for the purpose. at least, of any 
lengthy consideration of any question upon 
which his advice was sought, and he would 
be of little use to the Chair in the Synod 
unless his advice or opinion, when given, was 
definite and distinct. At the same time, I 
am absolutely convinced that it would not 
be in the best interests of the Synod if, 
having regard to the circumstances of expedi- 
tion under which his opinion has to be 
formed, any successor in his Chair should be 
necessarily bound by it should the same or a 
similar question arise for his decision: He 
would naturally regard it with every respect, 
but at the same time, with the knowledge 
that it was given without argument, or the 
opportunity of reference to possible autho- 
rities pee the question, and I can quite con- 
ceive that a future Assessor, having regard 
to the grave importance that must be attri- 
buted te the Canons, even as compared with 
the Articles, ‘Rubrics, eic., might reasonably 
come to the conclusion that the case of this 
particular Canon was at least impliedly 
governed by Clause 27. 


A REVERSED DECISION. 


In this connection, I can recall the case 
that occurred when Primate Crozier, on the 
advice of his Assessor, ar? eminent judge, an 
experienced lawyer, ruled out a motion by 
the Rev. Mr. Hitchcock, but his ruling was 
subsequently reversed by the unanir-ous deci- 
sion of the Court of the General Synod, 

After the rising of the Synod yesterday 1 
devoted my leisure to seeking for light on 
the meaning to be attributed to th¥ expres- 
sion, ‘‘ formularies,”’ but the on! irect 
authority I could find was in the “' Century 
Dictionary," where it is stated that formu- 
laries may mean (a) prescribed forms, (b) 
a collection or system of forms, especially a 
book containing prescribed forms used in the 
services of a church, as the formulary of the 
Church of England is the Book of Common 
Prayer. 

Having regard to this latter definition, 
which interprets the expression in a sense 
which makes it ejusdem generis of the other 
matters to be found in Clause 27, and to the 
omission of any express reference to Canons, 
I think it only right to add that upon this 
further consideration Í was confirmed in the 
opinion that, while in the case of many of 
the Canons, their amendments or repéal would 
vertainly modify or alter one or more of our 
articles, doctrines, rubrics, ti‘es or formularies, 
and would, therefore, be governed by the 
procedure in Clause 27, this does not apply 
to the case of Canon 236. 

ríis Grace the Archbishop, in pronouncing 
his decision, stated that he was coerced to 
give it, although he personally was in favour 
of the motion. The decision itself manifestly 
removes serious obstacles from the “ath of 
the purpose for which the motion was in- 
tended; but while I personally have no 
sympathy with ths purpose, and, if spared, 
will strenuously ofpose it at every stage, no 
such consideration could possibly be allowed 
to influence my judgment,

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ATLANTIC GALE 
DAMAGE. 


HAVOC OF HUGE WAVE. 
Feom Cur Own CORRESPONDENT. 
QUEENSTOWN, Thursday. 

The second victim of last Monday's gale 
in the Atlantic reached Queenstown early 
this morning, short of coal. She is the 
British tramp steamer Starwell, of 1,938 tors 
gross, and is on her maiden voyage to Mout- 
real with a cargo of Welsh coals. 

The Siearwell Jeft Swansea on May Ith, 
and, ke the damaged British steamer 
Levnet, which arrived in Cork Harbour. last 
evening, encountered westerly gales some oue 
hundred miles south-west of Ireland. She, 
too, was struck by a huge wave, which the 
crew described as mountainous. This burst over 
the vesse!, causing some damage and carry- 
ing overboard an able seaman named Reiners, 
who was never seen again. 

This wave is believed to have been caused 
by some volcanic force, and other ships m 
the vicinity may also have suftered damage. 
The Starwell will resume her voyage, subject 
to Lloyd's survey now being carried out. 

The Starwell is owned by the Welland 
Steamship Company of Ontario, and has been 
specially built for service on the Great Lakes 
of Canada. The British steamer Levnuet, 
previously reported damaged, has proceed 
to the Rushbrooke Dockyard for repai:s The 
injured members of her crew were removed 
to Queenstown General Hospital this morn- 
ing for medical treatment.

On Tuesday the United States Senate 
passed the Farm Relief Bill, which 
provides for an export bounty on agri- 
cultural products. Under the present 
system of high tariffie—they will be still 
higher when the new Tariff Bill becomes 
astonishingly ; but, for reasons that Irish 
farmers are beginning to understand, 
American agriculture has languished. The 
Farm Relief Bill proposes to redress the 
balance at the cost of the United States 
Treasury.

pression. 
Moreover, the public are naturally 
wondering ‘not only that such a disaster 
should occur in a place devoted to saving 
life, but that it should occur in an in- 
stitution credited throughout the world 
with possessing the miost perfect and up- 
to-date equipment. 


AN OFFICIAL INVESTIGATION. — 
There has n much ~ speculation; 
wonder, and no little criticism. The most 
stringent and exhaustive investigation 


under way, and: the authorities are leav- 
ing no stone unturned to discover how 
inanimate tools of science came to mutiny 
against their masters in such. a ghastly 
demonstration of their strength. 

125 DEATHS. á 
The noxious brownish gas - which 
shattered the clinic hospital and -felled 
patients, doctors and nurses, as though 
they had been poleaxed, continued its in- 
sidious work to«lay:. By this afternoon 
"125 persons were already dead. The 
poisonous fumes continued to act in the 
hlood of the victims, and every hour dur- 
img the night there were reports of addi- 
tional deaths. 
According to chemists of the United 
States Chemical Warfare Service in 
Washington, this deadly brown gas, re- 
leased by burning X-ray films, was 
nitrogen dioxide, the- action of which is 
similar to phosgene, of terrible memory 
during the war. ed 
battleships are frequently associated ‘with 
this gas, which is extremely suffocating 
and corrosive in its effects. 
So serious do the Federal authorities re- 
gard the tragedy, that Major-General H. 
L. Gilchrist, the Chief of the Chemical 
Warfare Service, has been ordered by the 
War Department to proceed to ‘Cleveland 
to conduct an investigation. 
According to an announcement by the 
Coroner at Cleveland, who has had blood 
tests made on the bodies of the victims, 
death -was caused by the inhalation cf 
hvdrocyanic ‘acid gas and bromide gas, 
both of which were present in large 
quantities. 


FIRE NEPARTMENT’S THEORY. 
In an official renort on their investiga- 
tions, the citv Fire Denartment express 
the opinion that the explosion was cause? 
by snontaneous comb stion, which ignited 
the celluloid X-ray plate in the basement 
store-room. It attributes the snonteneous 
combustion to the over-heating of the 
store-room, as the result of a leaking 
steam-pipe. i 


TE' EPHONE G'RL’S HERO!SM. 

Dr. George W. Crile, the prircinal 
owner of the clinic, himself worked tire- 
lessly and supervised the blood trans- 
fusion, which, however, failed to save the 
life of one of his colleagues. Among the 
bravest must be reckoned a young girl 
telephone operator, Gladys Gibson, of 
Cleveland, who died at her post while 
sending out the alarm. She went down 
with the ship, as it were, like a wireless 
operator at her station. 
This plucky girl, who was of Scottish 
ancestry, saw death approaching in the 
form of the ghastly yellow poison gas, 
but she stayed at the post of duty, 
making heroic efforts to warn everyone in 
the clinic of the danger,’ and rally the 
police, firemen and ambulances. 
Faster than ever before in her life her 
small hands flew over the board, plugging 
in socket after socket as she set all te'e- 
phones ringing madly the alarm of death 
Finally, the heroic girl collapsed and 
died as she was Being carried out. — ‘* She 
was a brave’ and noble girl,” said the 
clergyman, with tears in his eyes, as he 
saw her die with a smile on her lips. 


THE OPEN POOR. 

One most significent discovery is made 
by the Fire Department—that a fire door 
leading from the X-ray room had been

An ‘official statement issued to-day 
declares that if this door had been closed 
the disaster might have been averted. In 
this connection it may be pointed out that 
in New York only non-inflammable films 
are used in hospitals, and they are stored 
in fireproof metal cabinets on the fon | 
floors.

IRISH. 


COMPULSION BILL 
PROTEST. 


——K—— 


TIME TO MAKE THEIR 
WEIGHT FELT, 


a &—— 


“ T am confident that, thanks to our 
exertions, the bill will not pass with its 
present objectionable features,” Mr. E. H. 
Burne, President of the Incorporated Law 
Society of Ireland, said in the course of 
his address at the half-yearly meeting of 
the Society, held in Dublin, yesterday. He 
was speaking with reference to the bill, 
which was discussed in Committee in the 
Free State Senate yesterday, to make a 
knowledge of Irish compulsory for entrants 
to the legal profession. 

“The 
the promoters,” Mr. Burne said, after 
stating that amendments moved in Corii- 
mittee of the Dail, ‘‘ after scant, impolite 
discussion, were metaphorically torn up 
and thrown in our faces.’ 

The solicitors of Ireland, he added, 
wielded, perhaps, more power and in- 
fluence than any other body of men, and 
they must now make their weight felt by 
those who supported this atrocious 
measure, which, in its present form, spelt 
waste of money, brains, energy and time, 
and which, so far as he had been able to 
ascertain from many queries throughout 
the country, was not wanted, and had not; 


| been. asked for by any save extreme and 


foolish idealists, quite ignorant of the 
necessary high legal education of future 
solicitors. 

MONEY AND INFLUENCE. 


“‘T remind you,’’ Mr. Burne said with 
marked deliberation, “that if the 
| solicitors throughout the country make 
their voices heard, and withhold their 
money and influence from the support of 
those members of our Parliament now 
trying to force the tyrannical measure, we 
shall hear the last of this foolish bill.” 

The President spoke at length with 
regard to the measures taken by the 


Council after the introduction of the 
bill in the Dail. He said:—The 
Council, having considered the posi- 
tion of the profession, concluded 


that the question was so serious for the 
future of the profession that a special 
general meeting of the society should be 
made acquainted with the impossible and 
ridiculous provisions of the intended 
measure.

NO ENTHUSIASM.

i found an absolate lack of enthusiasm for 


| the bill, save in the minds of one or two; 
| and on the report stage of the bill, while

bill is not yet adopted as a Government 
bill, it is significant that several members

Mr. Burne added an expression of thanks to 
Mr. Travers Wolfe, T.D., for his courtesy and 
his yeoman work in assisting the Society’s 
opposition to the bill. 


HIGH COURT PRACTICE. 


Reviewing other matters that had engaged 
the attention of the Council during the half- 
year, the President said that the Rule-making 
Committee of the Supreme and High Courts 
was deliberating at present on certain sub- 
jects which, he believed, when determined, 
wuld make matters of practice in those 
Courts more up to date and expeditious. It 
was no secret that delays were occasioned in 
the extraction of orders, chiefly owing to in- 
adequate or insufficiently skilled staffs, and it 
did not seem possible to remedy these matters 
owing to the msufficient allowance made by 
the Ministry of Finance. Some of the 
enormous amount spent annually on compul- 
sory Irish might usefully be employed in 
oringing the High Court office work to a 
more efficient standard. 


CIRCUIT COURT RULES. 


The Circuit Court Rule-Making Committce 
was still at work upon completing the new 
sei of rules, and it might be found that the

Concluding his opening statement, Mr. 
Overend emphasised that bis argument was 
that the Turf Club had no power to impos? 
this fine, and that Rule 25 of the Turf Club 
had nothing to say to the Rules of Racing, 
because the training of horses at the Curragh 
was a thing that the Rules of Racing had 
nothing at all to do with. . 

Mr. Jelleti, opening the case on behalli 
of the defendants, said that the issue raised 
on the pleadings was whether this fine was 
lawful or not. Certain consequences would 
follow if it was found to be illegal—namely, 
that the moyey should be paid back, and 
the whole case turned on the validity or other- 
wise of this fine. He submitted that the 
Rules of the Turf Club and the Rules of 
Racing formed one code, and that if one did 
not come to that conclusion it would be 
impossible to work either set of rales, 
because thev referred to each other, and so 
far as the Turf Club was concerned they 
were menijoned no fewer than forty times in 
the Rules wf Racing. ‘There was no restwc- 
tion upor Rule 16 of the Rules of Racing, 
which enabled the Club to impose a fine, 
except the restriction that it should not 
exceed!’ £100. If they wanted to restrict that 
rule, they would have to read into it words 
which were not there; but on reading Rule 
17 they would see that they were not 
authorised to do that, 

Counsel referred to Rule 174 of the Ruies 
of Racing, which, he. said, dealt with the 
Racing Calendar and publications in the 
Racing Calendar, and stated that they would 
find the Hacing Calendar referred to in the 
very first page of the Rules of the Turf Club. 
His lordship would find the Rules of Racing 
referred to in the Rules of the Turf Club 
and the Rules of the Turf Club referred to 
in the Rules of Racing. There was no sug- 
gestion that Mr. Rogers was not bound by 
the whole code so far as it affected 
trainers, and there was a general power of 
fining for any breach of the whole code. 

Mr. Jellett analysed Rule 25 of the Bules 
of the Turf Club. which requires a return 
from trainers of horses under their charge, 
and said thet if no return was furnished the 
Stewards of the Turf Club would have no 


information. Surely the avoidance of the 
requirements of that rule was contem- 
plated by Rule 16 of the Rules 
of Racing. The Stewards had made 
this order or notice. If a trainer did not 


obey it he was liable to be fined. ‘The 
plaintiff did not obey it, and he was fined. 

The finality of the decisions ef the Stewards 

of the Turf Club covered the whole Racing 

Rules and the whole Rules and Orders of the 
urf Club. 

Mr. Brereton Barry followed on the same 
side, : 

GENERAL WALDRON'S EVIDENCE. 

General Waldron, Superintendent of the 
Curragh Racecourse, was called on behalf of 
the defendants, and said that before the 6th 
June, 1928, he had oecasion to write to Mr. 
Rogers and enclose a list of horses which 
were believed to be omitted from his return. 
At the Naas Races he met Mr. Rogers and 
asked Mr. Rogers about the horses. Mr. 
Rogers said that he had told his secretary to 
send him the names of the horses. The 
witness said that he could not deal with Mr. 
Rogers’s secretary, but must look to Mr. 
Rogers to supply him with a complete list of 
the horses, and Mr. Rogeis then said: “I 
cannot be bothered. Report me to the 
Stewards.’’ On the following day witness 
reported Mr. Rogers to the Stewards of the 
Turf Club, 

Cross-examined by Mr. Walsh, he said that 
he had known Mr. Rogers for a number of 
years, and admitted that he was one of the 

iggest trainers in Jreland. 

Mr. Walsh—You do not suggest that Mr. 
Rogers deliberately refrained from returning 
these horses?—I do not make any suggestion 
at all. I simply state facts, that certain 
horses were omitted. 

Do you think that Mr. Rogers deliberately 
concealed these horses, and did not send 
them in?—He did not take the trouble to 
send them im. 

No further witnesses having been called, 

Mr. Overend replied on behalf of tie 


plaintiff 
THE RESULT. 

Mr. Justice Meredith, at the outset of his 
judgment, said that he thonght that it was 
regrettable that the action eyer was brought, 
and that, whether the plaintiff really ws 
right or wrong, it would havea been much 
better that he should have acquiesced in the 
decision of the Turf Club in this matter, as 
he thought it was in his interest and in the 
interest of every such other person, that they 
should support the Turf Club to their very 
fullest extent. He thought it was also right 
to say that on the plaintifi’s side this was 
not a dispute which had originated in one of 
those matters which were particularly within 
the jurisdiction of racing authorities as such, 
but merely concerned them in their ordinary 
business relations. Yet, balancing up al) 
that, he still theught that it would have 
been better for the plaintiff not to have 
brought the action, but the matter was be- 
fore him now, and he had to consider it. 
Referring to the facts of the case, Mr. 
Justice Meredith said that the defendarts 
contended that the court had no jurisdiction 
to interfere with their ruling. If there was 
nothing more in the case than he had stated 
it was clear on the authorities that the de 
fendants’ contention would be unanswerable, 
and the fact of the club being a proprietary 
club would not help the plaintiff, seeing that 
he was not a member. But there were two 
additional facts in the case which materially 
altered the position. The first was that the 
defendants had in their possession certa’n 
moneys of the plaintiff coming into their 
hands, and they sought to enforce their deci 
sion by retaining the amount of the fine out 
of these moneys; and the second was that 
the plaintiff did not choose to say that, 
whether the imposition of a fine was justi. 
fied by the rules or not, the club could uct 
enforce the fine by retaining his money. His 
lordship’s view was that these two additional! 
facts brought the present case within the 
principle of the decisions applicable to pr 
prietary clubs and the rights of their mem- 
bers, and that the court had jurisdiction to 
decide whether the Stewards had powers 
under the rules to »mpose a fine in respect of 
this alleged infringement. 

His lordship acceded to a certain point tu 
Mr. Jellett’s argument, that the rales shouid 
he treated as one code, The particular rule 
of which there had been a breach was Rule 
25. He held that the particular ruJe which 
gave the power of imposing a fine applied 
only to infringements of the rales of racing, 
and that it did not apply to a breach of 
such regulations as that given in Rule 45 
the Rules of the Turf Club, which 
were concerned with certain basiness or 
trade transactions. He was, therefore, of 
the opinion that the defendants were trusiees 
of the sum of £30 for the plaintiff, and that 
the plaintiff was entitled to the payment oí 
that sum of £30, and, of course, he must 
get his costs. Mee Se i 
Mr, Oyerend—I think if you were to give 
the declarations asked for in paragraphs 1 
and 5, that would be sufficient. I do not ask 
lor payment, 


Mr. Justice Meredith accordingly made the | 
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fining the plaintiff £30 was ultra vires aud 
void; and that the defendants were irustees 
for the plaintiff of the £30 received by them 
to the plaintiff's use.

A WORKMAN’'S DEATH. 
- ——$— 
IMPORTANT POINT OF LAW 
INVOLVED. 


(BEFORE MR JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MR. JUSTICE O'BYRNE.) 

The detendants im the case of Mrs. 
Margaret Fiynn’ against the Irish Mugar 
Manufacturing Company appealed irom an 
award made by the Circuit Court Judge of 
Carlow m an application heard by him under 
the Workmen’s Compensation Aci. 

Theo facts of the case were that in February, 
1927, Michael Flynn, a workman in the 
employment of the Irish Sugar Manufactui- 
ing Company at Carlow, was drowned in the 
River barrow through an aecident arising 
out of his employment. Margaret Flynn, his 
widow, and four children were his surviving 
devendants. ‘The company were willing to 
admit their liability to pay compensation to 
them under the Workmen’s Compensation 
Act, and paid £300 inte Court. In April, 
1927, however, the widow on behali of her 
self and her children commenced an action 
in the High Court claiming damages under 
Lord Campbell’s Act. At the tral of the 
case she was awarded £1,600 compensation, 
which was allocated between herself and her 
children.. An appeal to set aside this judg- 
ment was succesful, but pending its hearing 
the defendants agreed to pay £2 per week 
to the widow and her children. 

In October, 1927, Mrs. Flynn gave birth 
to a posthumous child, and on its behalf pro- 
ceedings against the company under the 
Workmen's Compensation Act were taken by 
its mother in respect of the loss of its father. 
The Carlow Circuit Judge made an award 


declaring the infani entitled to the £3500 
which the company had previously lodged 
in Court when admitting their liability. 


Against this decision the defendant company 
appealed on the ground that the —— 
had exercised her option to proceed under 
another Act on a former occasion, and they 
had been paying her £2 a week pending their 
successful appeal from the judgment in the 
High Court. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan, in expressing an 
opinion in favour of dismissing the appeal, 
said that the Court was bound to protect 
the interests of infants, even though the 
mother had elected to seek compensation 
through the medium of Lord Campbell’s Act, 
and it was held that an employer could 
not be made to pay twice over. The ap- 
plicant in this instance was net hound by 
the option exercised by the mother, not 
having been born at the time, and the pay- 
ments made did fulfil the conditions required 
by legislation. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne, in deciding that the 
appeal should be successful in the circum- 
stances which had occurred, said that if the 
child had been born when the proceedings 
under Lord Campbell’s Act had been taken 
by the mother to recover damages, the 
infant in this instance would have beep 
joined as one of the plaintiffs through the 
exercise of its mother’s option. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan remarked that, as the 
Court was divided in their opinions, the 
decision of the Circuit Court would stand 
unless reversed by the Supreme Court, to 
which he suggested it might be taken, 
owing to the importance of the point which 
was involved.

missed, The plaintiff alleged thai in an 
interview with Mr. Gibson the defendants 


falsely and maliciously stated, ' McMullan 
is not a member of any society, and you 
must sack him to-day; you can’t employ 
him, ” or words to that effect; that they thus 
expressly and implicitly threatened Mr. Gib- 
son that serous Joss would ensue to him if 
he failed to dismiss the plaintiff, the de- 
fendants well knowing that he was on the 
list of painters constantly employed by Mr. 
Gibson. 

The defence in both cases. which were 
taken separately, was a general iraverse and 
demal of the alleged cause of action; and in 
the appeal they sought to have the verdict 
and judgment set aside, and a new trial 
ordered on the grounds that the trial judge 
misdirecied the jury by ‘not directing them 
that the words in the questions put to them 
were not capable of the defamatory meaning 
alleged, and that there was no evidence to 
sustain the findings in repiy to other ques- 
tions. 

The jury, it appeared, assessed the damages 
at £5 on the siander count and £10 on the 
conspiracy count, and Mr. Justice Sullivan 
gave judgment for the plaintiff for that 
amount, with a stay for a week. 

The Court now allowed the appeal, holding 
unanimously that the findings of the jury 
were unreasonable and untenable, and set 
aside the verdict and judgment entered for 
the plaintiff, and entered. judgment for the 
defendants, with costs of the action in the 
court below and of this appeal.
